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Our high schools and academies have a warm place in 
the hearts of our people and are being patronized as never 
before. 

College education is receiving greater attention than at 
any time in our preceding history. The enrollment at 
Blue Mountain during the past session surpassed anything 
in its history. Mississippi College is gaining year by 
year. 

‘We are prouder still at the awakening interest in min- 
isterial education. Our churches, realizing the’.need of 
men prepared to teach, are demanding an educated min- 
istry, even in our rural churches. The education of the 
masses creates an imperative demand for an educated 
ministry. 

There were thirty-two young men in our College during 
the last session and eight from Mississippi in the Theo- 
logical Seminary, preparing for ministerial work. 

The great need of the pulpits is mén educated in 
head and heart. We would urge upon our young breth- 
ren, their teachers and their parents, to see that they 
have this double training, which shall fit them for the 
God-imposed duties that rest upon them.

Every Christian heart is toucht®d with genuine sympa- 
thy for the helpless and homeless orphans of the State, 
and all are rejoiced to know that a| benevolent spirit 
moved on the hearts of Mississippi Baptists to pravide an 
orphanage, which, under the blessings of God, has grown 
and prospered in a practical way) into suitable buildings, 
sufficient for the comfort and, méral, mental and Chris- 
tian training of perhaps thirty‘or| more homeless orphans. 
The property is growing in value and moving upward to 
a broader line of usefulness. nd with its advance in 
providing for a still larger number of | waifs ot charity, 
comes additional burdens and responsibilities to the Bap- 
tist denomination and the charitable people of the State. 

The Board of Trustees have p anned, as far as possi- 
ble, to give a home to every white orphan in the State of 
Mississippi. And as no debt is ¢ver ta be made to en- 
cumber the property, and no scheme ever to be resorted 
to of raising money by traveling shows, raffles, lectures, 
charity balls; etc., we may know at f glance, and be 
happy to know it, that the orphanage must be maintained 
by honest and free-will cont ibutions; that the daily 
wants and necessities of these helpless orphans, appeal 
every day to the hearts of Baptists and to the charities of 
every citizen of the State. | 

We may asktowhom this appeal is| made, and upon 
whom may the trusting, helpless orphans rely for material 
Support? Certainly not on the very poor, who have only 
the widow’s mite—which carries its blessings, but meets no 
large necessities; not on the very rich (except in special

Spreading the gospel is the distinctive cause for which 
churches exist. Every avenue of this great work en- 
rtake larger things. We cannot afford 
h the standards of giving and do- 
din the past. We must ste to it 
up in the same ratio as our ability 


courages us to unde 
to satisfy ourselves wit 
ing which have obtaine 
that our standards move 
to give increases. : 

The Foreign Missionary Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention is vigorously pushing ‘the work in China, 
Japan, Atrica, Italy, Mexico and Brazil. Results in this 
work are not always as favorable as we would have them. 
For in 1896, after fifty years had been given by the board 
to foreign fields, the entire living membership of the 
church was but 3,801. During the last three years there 
have been added 2,887, nearly as many as during the 
first half century of the work. Last year there were 1341 
baptisms reported. This is the largest in the history of 


the work. 
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lhe present opposition in China, though the effect. on 
many of our timid, half-hearted] Christians, at present, is 
unwholesome, will unquestionably result in enlarged op- 
portunities. We may well expect resistance when we 
attack such a stronghokd of sin.| Satan|sees the wonder- 
ful progress we are making ang is giving us opposition. 
Now is the time to press forwasd withgut demoralization 
over the rebuffs of the devil. | 

The Home Mission Board is hppeful in its work in the 
emtire South, including Oklahoma, Indian Territory and 
the Islands of Cuba, The inctease in Baptists of the 
South during the last fifty years has been more than two 
ind a half millions. “Much of this increase is unquestion- 
ably due to the Hofne Board.| Churdhes which were 
aided in infancy and in times of weakness, are now strong 
and are giving large amounts a both Home and Foreign 
Missions. 

Our moneyed contributions Ist year, to Home Board 
Were $79,306. The plan of work for next year calls for 
$150,000. In the employment pf the Home Board there 
ire 571 missionaries. Six hundred and thirty-eight of 
these are supported jointly by the Home Board ‘and State 
Boards. 

Foreign Missions will unquestionably suffer unless we 
build up our churches and church interests at home. 

The work of the State Missioh Board lis especially in- 
teresting and important to us, because Jésus commanded, 
“begin at Jesusalem,’’ which m ans our|own State—our 
Association, if you please. 

The organized and result-se ing work of our State 
Board is indeed uratifying to all |nterested. Inthe bounds 
of our own Association, and along the Gulf and Ship Is- 
land road by our own Brother H ull, and ip the contiguous 
country to the right of him, by Rev. J. G. Sibley, and on 
the left by Dr. Searcy, we have seen and heard of di- 
rectly, their telling results in developing the spiritual con- 
dition of this neglected country. God has been with 
them, and well he has, for the sacrifice, the great and te- 
dious labor, the discouragement at times, and their little 
pay go a long w ay to render the! work impossible for man 
save fpr the consciousness he is doing Gad’s bidding.
